cent at 
the corresrponding date last year, the 
government’s 71.0 per cent last year, 
and the government’s 10-year 
aver­ 
age for May 25 of 72.8 per cent. 
Present indications point 
to 
an 
acreage incresae of four to five per 
cent as compared with 
last 
year. 
This would 
indicate a crop 
around 
12,500,000 bales. 
However, th e 
in­ 
crease in acreage is dependent upon 
the replanting that remains to 
be 
done. 
More than the usual 
amount 
of 
replanting was necessary this 
year 
owing 
to 
unfavorable 
conditions, 
mostly the 
weather, 
during 
the 
month of May. 
Most of the acreage increase is re­ 
ported from Texas, North 
Carolina 
and Oklahoma, in 
the order named. 
Texas may exceed 
15,000,000 
acres 
this year. 
The other states, because 
of lack of success in the past, labor 
shortage, lack of financial means or 
other cause, are planting very little 
more cotton than last year, and Ala­ 
bama, Georgia and Mississippi may 
not plant as much. 
Huge reductions 
in cotton acreage have been made in 
some sections of Arkansas, but the 
state as a whole will probably exceed 
last year’s acreage. 
» 
Areas, new to cotton planting, are 
being attempted in nearly all border 
sections of the belt, but the sum total 
does not add greatly to the acreage 
except in Texas, where large sections 
in the west*, free from boll weevil, are 
being taken in. 
April was quite favoraible for

start, 
but unfavorably 
cool 
weather prevailed throughout practi­ 
cally all sections of the belt during

most sections 
there was too much rainfall, but

GOOD COTTON PROFITS 
SURE SAYS PLANTER 


“ I’m not worrying much over cot 
ton conditions in Southeast Missouri 
yet”, Dr. J. C. Gathings told 
the 
Rotary Cluib 
dinner 
party Tuesday 
evening. 
"W eather conditions have been bad 
and many farmers have had to 
re­ 
plant and replant again, but a few 
days of sunshine will work wonders 
in this county 
and 
cotton farmers 
next fall will have the money”. 
Dr. Gathing moved to Scott county 
from Arkansas and with his son-in- 
law, S. L. Pake, bought the Misfeldt 
farm near the Mississippi county line, 
lie has grown cotton all his life and 
for several years was superintendent 
of a state farm in Mississippi. 
He 
remarked that the boll weevil 
had 
driven him from prosperity in Miss­ 
issippi to financial ruin in Arkansas 
and then he came to Southeast Mis­ 
souri where he feels safe from 
the 
pest. 
"You men don’t 
know 
what 
a 
country you have here”, he said. 
The Rotary Club was the guest of 
Mr. and Mrs. M. E. Leming at their 
country 
home 
and an agricultural 
program 
was arranged. 
There has 
b(en so much talk about adverse cot­ 
ton condition that Dr. Gathings was 
“'brought in” to talk cotton by 
W. 
Palmer Oliver who has land near the 
Gathings plantation. 
‘ICotton is the most deceptive crop 
of all, he remarked. 
“It goes down 
when it can’t 
and 
and 
it goes up 
when it can’t.” 
Cotton that is now up is doing very 
well and a little warm weather will 
make it all right. 
A warm day like 
Tuesday caused cotton to pop out in 
many fields where it was not expect­ 
ed to come up, he said. 
Cotton seed planted on his 
farm 
April 7 is still coming up and warm 
weather will bring much more 
up, 
he said. 
In reply to a question Dr. Gathings 
said he believed about 40 per cent of 
the cotton in this district would have 
to be replanted. 
More seed is being 
shipped in all the time and the farm ­ 
ers are busy in their fields making 
the best of the 
bad 
climatic condi­ 
tion. 
I)r. Gathings will plant cotton as 
late as June 5 as he believe* it will 
have ample time to make a crop. It 
takes 90 days for cotton to mature, 
he said. 
Down in Mississippi cotton 
must be planted in April se it will be­ 
gin maturing by August. 
Otherwise 
the 
boll 
weevil 
will 
get it. 
The 
weathi r down there has been 
the 
same as we have had up here, 
he 
said, and consequently what cotton is 
grown down there will merely make 
feed for boll weevil, 
The supply of cotton now’ on hand 
in the world is less than 3 million 
bales. 
This will not last until cotton 
harvest, he said. 
Cotton buyers will 
be out in the fields of Southeast Mis­ 
souri bidding for cotton before it 
is 
picked, he said. 
I"I would rather have a half crop 
of cotton #that will bring 35 to 
40 
cents a pound than a ibumper 
crop 
that sells at 15 or 20 cent«”, he said. 
"Southeast Missouri farm ers 
will 
unquestionably make a crop of 
cot­ 
ton this year despite this unfavorable 
weather, but if they make only 
a 
half crop it will put them in 
good 
shape, 
tl have planted cotton 
the 
third time and then made a full crop 
and consequently I have not become 
discouraged over the present situa­ 


tion.” 
Not long ago a brother of Senator 
Vardaman of Mississippi visited Dr. 
Gathings. 
As 
they drove 
through 
iScott 
and Mississippi counties they 
reached 
a 
farm 
near 
Blodgett. 
“Stop!” commanded 
Mr. Vardaman. 
“This is certainly the finest farm 
I 
ever saw in my life , he declared. 
Southeast Missouri is a mystery to 
most Southerners, Dr. Gathings said. 
Cotton grows faster here and 
ma­ 
tures quicker than down South 
be­ 
cause 
the 
land is so rich and 
the 
weather Is better. 
The only trouble 
is that many Southeast Missourians 
find fault instead of praising 
this 
section and visitors are sent away in 
a pessimistic frame of mind.

"Is there anything to the

that Southeast Missouri land could 
be sacked and sold in southern states

fertilizer?” Dr. Gathings

The average cost of w ater supply 
delivered by privately owned 
com­ 
panies in Missouri 
is 
29c for 1000 
gallons, according to the survey. 
There are 8,333 pounds or slightly 
less than 4 tons in 1000 gallons 
of 
water. 
This means th at pure w ater 
suitable for drinking, 
and softened 
for washing .costs M issourians about 
7c a ton, or 29c for 
two 
two-horse 
loads of w ater stored until the con­ 
sum er wants it, and delivered to him 
in any quantity he desires, at 
any 
p art o f his prem ises where he 
has 
attached a hydrant to his w ater sup­ 
ply pipes. 
This service, the Committee states,

W ater supply has always been one 
of the three great prim al 
interests 
of human beings. 
The earliest of recorded civiliza­ 
tions, the Egyptian and 
Babylonian, 
dug wells and built reservoirs 
for 
w ater storage. 
The 
Romans 
built 
aq u ed u c ts of stone m asonry th a t as­ 
tonish engineers of today. 
The ancient city of Rome had 14 
great aqueducts w ith a total length 
of 359 
miles, 
926 
public bathing 
places, 1212 fountains and 247 reser­ 
voirs. 
W ater W’as not piped to pri­ 
vate residences in ancient Rome, but 
was draw n from the public fountains. 
The Goths conquered Rome 
and 
destroyed the w ater supply of many 
Roman cities. 
The 
inhabitants were 
forced to resort 
to foul w ater 
in 
wells and dreadful pestilences swept 
over Europe, due, without doubt, 
to 
the use of foul w ater in Roman cities. 
In the year 
1200, Paris built an 
aqueduct which supplied each inhabi­ 
tan t with one quart of w ater daily. 
Until 1500, Parisians had but 
one- 
half gallon of supplied w ater to each 
citizen. 
Many Missouri w ater com­ 
panies supply from 150 to 300 gal­ 
lons a day for each inhabitant of the 
city served. 
London laid the first pipes to sup­ 
ply residences. 
They were bored out 
of logs 6 or 7 inches in diam eter. As

‘OLD PEOPLE’S HOME’ OF MONROE COUNTY 


By David Blanton 


Nestled among the hills of 
Mon­ 
roe County, about two and a 
half 
miles from Paris, the County Seat, 
is the “Old 
Peoples 
Home”. 
The 
building is of brick and is a 
Lrge 
three story structure. 
It is so ar­ 
ranged that upon entering it brings 
to memory that “There’s No Place 
Like Home”. 
It is so arranged that 
the inmates forget their past 
and 
look forward to the future with 
a 
degree of 
happiness. 
The building 
has steam heat, hot and cold water, 
electric lights and baths, and 
can 
easily accommodate fifty inmates. It 
is so built, that every room is on the 
outside and every room can get plen­ 
ty of sunshine 
and fresh air. 
The 
main building faces south, while the 
wings are built slanting to the east 
and to the west as .shown in the pho­ 
to above. 
Long, wide porches give 
plenty of room for the inmates to sit 
in the open air. 
The farm of 160 acres is practical­ 
ly self-sustaining as a herd of Jer- 


seys furnish milk and butter, a flock 
of poultry keeps the tables supplied 
with eggs and poultry, while all meat 
is raised and fattened on the place. 
From the orchard and garden, fruit 
and vegetables are canned for 
the 
•winter and no private home in that 
country can surpass the ,401d Peoples 
Home” for comfort. 
A phonograph, 
piano, books and games are furnish­ 
ed for the amusement of the inmates. 
The superintendent 
and his wife, 
with the assistance the inmates are 
able to give, look after the farm, the 
herd, the flocks, and the home. 
The 
lawn contains 10 acres and has flow­ 
er beds, shrubs 
and benches, where 
they can spend their idle hours 
and 
rest their tired bodies in peace. 
As there is some talk of selling the 
present Scott County farm under the 
hills and off the road, and building a 
modern home near the main highway, 
the splendid example set by Monroe 
County in giving peace and plenty to 
their unfortunates, might well 
be 
copied here. 


THERE IS MANY A DEAD CITY THAT MAN SEEKS 


Explorers tell of dead cities 
in 
Asiatic wilds, cities so old that they 
do not even figure in tradi m s 
or 
legends. 
Travelers in N ortn.fn Cey­ 
lon view bell-shaped shrines 
and 
temples, some of them two thousand 
years old, and wander among toppled 
pylons overgrown with aged tr:*rs. 
India has its forgotten cities, many 
of them. 
So has Persia. 
The Arab­ 
ian Peninsula and Asia Minor 
are, 
perhaps, the richest fields for archeo­ 
logical discoveries. 
The 
bones 
of 
dead capitals, each the glorious won­ 
der of its age, whitt n the 
sands 
from the Black Sea to the Persian 
Gulf, and south, and from the Cas­ 
pian to Cairo. 
Here is found the site of Ctesiphon, 
winter home of 
the once powerful 
Parthian kings, its great edifices torn 
down to build up Bagdad. 
Here 
is 
Baal-Bec, forty miles 
northwest 
of 
Damascus, once the most magrifici- 
ent of Syrian cities, with its 
great 
Temple of the Sun, the ruins of which 
remain 
for 
moderns 
to marvel at. 


Here was the mighty Babylon, fifty 
miles south of Bagdad, around which 
cluster a wealth of legends; 
and 
here, too, was 
Nineveh, 
glittering 
capital of the Assyrian kings, 
now 
but a few mounds of tumbled stones 
and clay. 
Ephesus, too, 
one 
of the twelve 
Ionic cities of Asia Minor, was 
a 
shining center of wealth and culture 
in the ancient days. It is the site of 
the famous 
Temple of Diana. 
And 
there is Troy, in the northwest corn­ 
er of Asia Minor, on the site of which 
have been found evidences of 
nine 
cities, one above the other. 
In Egypt was 
Thebes, celebrated 
for its 
wondrous temples, 
and Tel- 
el-Armarna ,where that first monoth- 
istic pharaoh, 
Akhnaton, father-in- 
law of Tutankh-Amen, sought to lead 
his people away from the older gods 
and powerful priests of* Thebes. 
Across the Mediterranean 
there is 
ancient Mycenae, forerunner of Hel­ 
lenic civilization, popularly supposed 
to have been founded by Perseus, ho 
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of the winged sandals and cap, 
and 
slayer of Medusa. 
There is Athens, 
of course, and there is Rome, and in 
Sicily there is the ancient Syracuse, 
fought over by Greeks, Romans and 
Carthaginians, and now shrunk 
to 
the limits which marked its early be­ 
gin n nigs. 
In our </Wn hemisphere the Nation­ 
al Geographic Society 
is conducting 
'extensive explorations 
in northwest 
i New Mexico, which was one of 
the 
most 
densely 
populated 
areas 
in 
North 
America 
'before 
Columbus 
came, and where traces have been un­ 
covered of cities which in population 
compared favorably 
witJh the teem­ 
in g centers of'E gypt and Asia. 
‘Stories of dead cities 
of Mexico, 
notably in Yucatan, are told occasion­ 
ally. 
A British expedition is engag- 
jed in wresting from the jungle 
a 
mass of granite reared by cultured 
and industrious «people at a 
time 
when Europe north of the Mediter­ 
ranean fringe was the home of 
un­ 
tutored tribesmen. 
The society, too, has sent a notable 
series of expeditions to Peru to trace 
among its mountain peaks the his­ 
tory of the Inc as and the mysterious 
people who antedated them. 
On is­ 
lands in Lake Titicaca, more 
than 
two and a half miles above sea level, 
sprawled among the peaks and 
val­ 
leys of equally high altitude, may be 
found the remains of cities as old and 
perhaps older than some of the more 
celebrated ruins on the other side of 
the world. 
New facts concerning many 
of 
these sites, once as fuly dharged with 
the electricity of life as New 
York, 
Chicago or Los Angeles, are being 
unearthed almost daily, and 
from 
these findings scientists are weaving 
tales of verity and color which com­ 
pare favorably with the most excit­ 
ing romances 
of 
ancient 
peoples 
written by the fiction chroniclers 
cf 
past and present, 
n 
- iBlob-a 
Of all famous cities of 
antiquity, 
Babylon, 
and, to 
a lesser 
extent, 
Nineveh, take first rank, perhaps, in 
popular appeal. 
The first especially, 
conjures up the colorful days of the 
mighty Nebuchadnezzer of the 
cele­ 
brated Hanging Gardens, built for his 
wife, Amytis; of Belshazzar and his 
famous feast, with its writing on the 
wall; and of the coming of the Pers­ 
ians under Cyrus. 
Long before Nbbuchadnezzar, how­ 
ever, there was a city of Babylon, and 
even after 
the 
ferocious 
Assyrian 
king, Sennacherib, destroyed its peo­ 
ples, tore down its temples and di­ 
verted the course of the Euphrates 
over 
the 
ruins, 
a new community 
arose, more glorious than the 
old. 
Though the Babylonians worshipped 
their own deity, Marduk, they were 
not as corrupt as the ancient compil­ 
ers 
would 
have us believe. 
Their 
territory »protected 
on all sides by 
great bodies of water and by moun­ 
tains, gave the inhabitants time 
to 
devote themselves to something else 
than incessant warfare. 
In 
their 
era dawned intellect. Brute force for 
a time was sidetracked. 
The city first came into 
promin­ 
ence about 2300 B. C., when 
Ham­ 
murabi, 
the 
sixth 
member of the 
great dynasty of tihat name, accomp­ 
lished the union of the 
south Meso­ 
potamian states. 
The period of 
its 
greatest glory was between 1800 B. 
O. and the fall of the Neo-Babylon­ 
ian 
monarchy in 538 B. C. 
It was 
then the walls were strengthened and 
beautiful structures rose within their 
precincts, the chief of which were the 
huge temple reared to Marduk. 
This 
was after 686 B. C., when Sennacher­ 
ib had destroyed the city and turned 
the Euphrates over its site. 
The work of restoration was begun 
by Esar-haddon, 
son of the savage 
Sennacherib, and probably the great­ 
est of all Assyrian kings, whose cap­ 
ital was Nineveh, on the east bank 
of the Tigris, 
opposite the present 
Mosul. 
It is a tribute to his great­ 
ness that, although an Assyrian and 
an implacable foe of the Babylonians, 
he led the work of restoration. In all 
he rebulit thirty-six temples, on oc­ 
casion donning 
the mason’s 
apron 
during corner stone ceremonies and 
hdlping to line the edifices “with shin­ 
ing sheets of gold and silver”. 
It was Essar-haddon who conquer­ 
ed Egypt and who hurled back the 
savage Sycthians .those 
mysterious 
people who burst over the 
northern 
mountain barriers and who succeed­ 
ed eventually 
in overrunning 
the 
country. 
Belshazzar was not the last Babyl­ 
onian king, but he 
was 
associated 
with his father, Nabonidus, the sev­ 
enteenth year of whose reign (538 B. 
C.) witnesed the destruction of 
the 
city by the Medes and Persians un­ 
der Cyrus. 
Friends 
from 
within 
opened the gates, and legend has 
it 
that the 
Euphrates 
itself combined 
with the invaders by undermining 
a 
great section of the wall, causing 
a 
huge breach to be opened. 
Thereafter Babylon sinks from his­ 
tory and it was not until the 
last 
quarter of the 
nineteenth 
century 
that German archaeologists 
began 
systematically to undertake the work 
of excavation. 


Babylon’s influence 
Was so great 
that other cities in its region 
have 
hern dwarfed into insignificance. One 
of these was Ur. 
Its site is not far 
south of Bagdad, and »Orth of Baby- 
(Jon, and there can be found to 
this 
day the ruins of the temple of 
the 
moon god, Sin .rising seventy feet 
above the plain—almost all that re­ 
mains of a great 
commercial city. 
There has been much excavating here 
a’so, and there will probably be more 
now that the rise of Kernel 
Pasha 
has made the region safer for west­ 
ern scientists. 
Of Ninevah, later 
capi al of the 
Assyrians, and formidable rival 
of 
Babylon, only a few hug* mounds of 
earth remain. 
Eleven hundred years 
before Christ the wealth of the wo^ld 
flowed toward it. 
Under Sennacherib 
(765-681 B. C.) and his predecessor, 
Sargon II (722-705), the city attain­ 
ed its greatest power, but soon af­ 
terward it fell before the combined 
efforts of the Medes and the Babylon­ 
ians, and when Xenophon, the Greek 
historian, passed by the site two cen­ 
turies later, it was such a complete 
ruin, that he does not even mention 
its name. 
Nieveh’s 
location, 
however, 
had 
always been 
preserved by 
Arabian 
tradition, so that when the first in­ 
vestigations were made there 
by 
Claudius James Rich, in 1«21, he was 
enabled to draw up 
some excellent 
maps which were used by subsequent 
excavators. The walls of the city, an 
irregular trapezium, were traced, and 
found to encompass about 
eighteen 
hundred 
acres. 
Now 
there remain 
but a few clusters 
of hovels 
where 
once 175,000 people 
lived 
in peace 
and war and plenty. 
Of Ctesiphon, ancient capital 
of 
the Parthian kings, • nothing remains 
of importnace except the facade and 
the arched hall of 
the great palace. 
Its decline dates from 637, when 
it 
fell 
into 
the 
hands of the Arabs. 
Across the river are t'he ruins 
of 
Seleucia, also of some import in earl­ 
ier days, but now, like its neighbor, a 
mass of low mounds, rising desolate­ 
ly from the plain. 
Baal-iBec 
differs 
somewhat from 
the wrecks of other cities which 
dot 
the Arabian peninsula, 
for, 
though 
its temples tower in majestic gran­ 
deur toward the sky, there is, not far 
away, a 
lively 
town 
of about two 
thousand inhabitants. 
“A wonder of 
white and gold”, Hichens calls those 
titan blocks 
of 
yellowinsh 
brown, 
rising 
above 
the 
blossoming fruit 
trees. Children play where Baal was 
worshipped in the days 
of 'Solomon; 
where Greeks worshipped Helios, god 
of the sun; where Romans worship­ 
ped Jupiter; where pagans built and 
Christians destroyed; where Constan­ 
tine the Great crushed down the ar­ 
dors of these who adored the 
gods; 
where Tmiur fought and conquered; 
where Arabs came and built a fort­ 
ress and stayed”. 
Only six columns remain of the fif­ 
ty-four that surmounted the Cyclo­ 
pean temple of Jupiter, begun in the 
first century 
after Christ. 
Earth­ 
quakes, which shook the narrow up­ 
land valley in 1750, brought down the 
majority of the others. 
The blocks forming the foundation 
stones of the various temples are of 
enormous size. 
One, not completely 
shaped, still lies in the quarry three- 
quarters of a mile from the ruins. It 
is thirteen feet wide, fourteen feet 
high and seventy-one feet long—the 
biggest block ever hewn out 'by man.

which was carried about in the Rom­ 
an festival processions 
was broken 
up, and the city sank lower and low­ 
er until it was eventually completely 
abandoned. 
The village nearby was 
founded later, and it was not 
until 
the beginning 
of the twentieth cen­ 
tury that the Germans began th. ir 
excavations which resulted in giving 
Baal-Bec a place among the glorious 
communities of the past. 
The form­ 
er kaiser encamped among the ruins 
when he visited Abdul Hamid in 1898, 
and a bronze table sunk into one of 
the walls of 
the temple of Jupiter 
commemorates his visit. 
Palmyra ,an ancient city in an oas­ 
is 
of the Syrian 
desert, 150 miles 
northeast of Damascus, was another 
busy metropolis of other days. Situ­ 
ated half way between 
*the Orontes 
and the Euphrates, it early became an 
important trading 
center, 
covering 
the great route which ran from the 
M editerranean to the Euphrates val­ 
ley. 
In ithe 
reign 
of the famous 
queen, Zenobia, it reached the zenith 
of its glory, but after her capture by 
the Romans it declined steadily, es­ 
pecially following the sacking 
by 
Aurelian (273). 
Later still Justinian 
rebuilt its churches and established a 
garrison there. 
Palmyra was taken by the Arabs in 
634, destroyed again ten years later, 
severely damaged by an earthquake 
in 1157, and plundered by the Tartans

The Turks 
despoiled it once more in the seven­ 
teenth century, and it is now a mis­ 
erable 
conglomeration 
of 
Bedouin 
huts, containing about fifteen 
hun­ 
dred people. 
Troy, the 
most 
famous 
city in 
Greek legion, 
was situated 'between 
two small streams ,the Scamander of 
the f ancients,« now the Mendere, and 
the modern Dumbrek Su. Of the nine 
cities unearthed on this site the first 
was a wretched fishing village 
and 
the second is believed to have been 
the Troy of which Homer sings in his 
Iliad. 
From a collection of rude huts 
the successive 
cities became 
the 
most famous settlements of antiqu­ 
ity, though never, at any stage 
of 
their history, 
did 
they rise to the 
sublime heights of Babylon, Nineveh 
or Palmyra. 
At one time 
Constan­ 
tine planned to make it his capital, 
but 
his plans fedl through. 
About 
1306 it was plundered 'by the Turks, 
and since then has lain prostrate. 
Mention in passing must be made 
of Sidon and Tyre, arc :ent Phoenici­ 
an cities, friends one decade, inveter­ 
ate foes the 
next, 
whose triremes 
ranged the entire length of the Med­ 
iterranean and peneterated 
even the 
North Sea and the Baltic. 
It was the Phoenicians who found­ 
ed Carthage, which 
became such 
a 
mighty rival of Rome, and traces of 
other colonies, including Hippo Regi­ 
us, near Bona, Algeria, see of 
St. 
Augustine, may still be found along 
the northern shores of Africa. 
The 
bones of 
Sidon 
and Tyre 
now 
lie 
stark and white, mute symbols 
of 
the fate that has relentlessly 
over­ 
taken every splendid community 
of 
early Levantine days. 
The same grim Nemesis has pursu­ 
ed the glorious capital of the phara- 
ons, Thebes. 
The real greatness of 
Thebes came during 
the eighteenth 
dynasty when its most magnificient 
temples and palaces were erected. It 
rose and fell 'before 
the 
Christian 
era, and when Strabo, another Greek 
historian, visited it, Thebes was 
al­ 
ready dead. 
This Thebes must not be mistaken 
for the city of the same name which 
flourished in Greece, and which fig­ 
ures so prominently in Greek mytho­ 
logy. 
The Greek Thebes was also a 
place of great importance, and with 
Sparta and Athens it strove repeat­ 
edly for Hellenic supremacy. Alexan­ 
der the Great razed it, sparing only 
the house of Pindar, the poet. 
The 
inhabitants were sold into slavery. In 
315 B. C. it was rebuilt by Cassauder, 
and attained a circumference of five 
miles. 
Under the Romans it attain­ 
ed some measure of prosperity, but 
then the Turks came and it 
went 
down for the count. 
Of all great cities of the nast, how­ 
ever, none has received less, and de­ 
served more, renown 
than Carthage, 
queen of the Western Mediterranean 
and sworn enemy of Rome for more 
than one hundred years. 
Describing 
the excavations now going on at this 
Tunisian city, a writer in the Nation­ 
al Geographic magazine states : 
“Few sites of 
antiquity 
have a 
more illustrious history than the pen­ 
insula on which lie the accumulated 
ruins of the dead cities of Carthage. 
Phoenicians, 
Berbers, 
Numidians, 
Romans, Vandals, Byzantine crusad­ 
ers, and, lastly, the Arabs, have 
all 
left their traces, and today in 
the 
strata of thirty centuries lie the mute 
evidences of long racial warfare and 
the dethronement of past splendors. 
This is the «cenc so often gazed up­ 


on by Dido (legendary queen found­ 
er of the city), Pyrrhus, Hasdrubal, 
Hannibal, 
Scipio, 
Caesar, Cyprian, 
Augustine, Genseric 
and 
St. Louis, 
and its history is made still 
more 
eloquent by the resurrection of 
its 
buried ruins.” 
At one .time the home of between 
% and 1 ,million people, Carthage is 
today but a shadow of its erstwhile 
greatness, silent testimony of 
the 
vast changes 
the wheeling of 
time 
brings about. 
It is here that the in­ 
defatigable I'ere Delattre has 
been 
excavating for 
fifty years, working 
at time far below the surface in 
his 
efforts to resurrect the history which 
would tell the world of the city’s an­ 
cient glories. 
Its 
tremendous 
pal­ 
aces and temples, which aroused the 
envy of its jealous neighbors, 
were 


protected by a triple wall thirty feet 
thick, and sixty feet high, with stalls 
for three hundred elephants 
in it, 
four thousand horses 
and quarters 
for twenty-four thousand men. Pere 
Delattre has shown that the destruc­ 
tion visited upon the 
city when 
it 
was burned by the Romans in 146 B. 
C., was not absolute and that sixty 
feet down may be found foundation 
stones and priceless relics which will 
tell the story of its teeming 
early 
life.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

some sections of Arkansas, but the 
state as a whole will probably exceed 
last year’s acreage.

Areas, new to cotton planting, are 
being attempted in nearly all border 
sections of the 'belt, but the sum total 
does not add greatly to the acreage 
except in Texas, where large sections 
in the west*, fret? from boll weevil, are 
being taken in.

GOOD COTTON PROFITS 
SURE SAYS PLANTER 
THE COTTON SCHOOL 
A HELP TO FARMER 


“ i’m not worrying much over cot­ 
ton conditions In »Southeast Missouri 
yet”, Dr. J. C. Gathings told 
the 
■Rotary Club 
dinner 
party Tuesday 
evening. 
“Weather conditions have been bad 
and many farmers have had to 
re­ 
plant and replant again, but a few 
days of sunshine will work wonders 
in this county 
and 
cotton farmers 
next fall will have the money”. 
Dr. Gnthing moved to Scott county 
from Arkansas and with his son-in- 
law, S. L. Fake, bought the Misfeldt 
farm nenr the Mississippi county line. 
He has grown cotton all his life and 
for several years was superintendent 
of a state farm in Mississippi. 
He 
remarked that the boll weevil 
had 
driven him from prosperity in Miss­ 
issippi to financial ruin in Arkansas 
and then he came to Southeast Mis­ 
souri where he feels safe from 
the 
pest. 
“You men don’t 
know 
what 
a 
country you have here”, he said. 
The Rotary Club was the guest of 
Mr. and Mrs. M. E. Leming at their 
country 
home 
and an agricultural 
program 
was arranged. 
There has 
been so much talk about adverse cot­ 
ton condition that Dr. Gathings was 
“brought in” to talk cotton by 
W. 
Palmer Oliver who has land near the 
Gathings plantation. 
‘G ot ton is the most deceptive crop 
of all, he remarked. 
“It goes down 
when it can’t 
and 
and 
it goes up 
when it can’t.” 
Cotton that is now up is doing very 
well and a little warm weather will 
make it all right. 
A warm day like 
Tuesday caused cotton to pop out in 
many fields where it was not expect­ 
ed to come up, he said. 
Cotton seed planted on his 
farm 
April 7 is still coming up and warm 
weather will bring much more 
up, 
he said. 
In reply to a question Dr. Gathings 
saiil he Udieved about 40 per cent of 
the cotton in this district would have 
to be replanted. 
More seed is being 
shipped in all the time and the farm ­ 
ers are busy in their fields making 
the best of the. 
bad 
climatic condi­ 
tion. 
Dr. Gathings will plant cotton as 
late as June 5 as he believes it will 
have ample time to make a crop. It 
takes 00 days for cotton to mature, 
he said. 
Down in Mississippi cotton 
must be planted in April sa it will be­ 
gin maturing by August. 
Otherwise 
the 
boll 
weevil 
will 
get it. 
The 
w eathtr down there has been 
the 
same as we have had up here, 
he 
said, and consequently what cotton is 
grown down there will merely make 
feed for boll weevil. 
The supply of cotton now on hand 
in the world is less than 3 million 
bales. 
This will not last until cotton 
harvest, he said. 
Cotton buyers will 
be out in the fields of Southeast Mis­ 
souri bidding for cotton before it 
is 
picked, he said. 
|“I would rather have a half crop 
of cotton #that will bring 35 to 
40 
cents a pound than a (bumper 
crop 
that sells at 15 or 20 cent«”, he said. 
“Southeast Missouri farmers 
will 
unquestionably make a crop of 
cot 
ton this year despite this unfavorable 
weather, but if they make only 
half crop it will put them in 
good 
shape, 
il have planted cotton 
the 
third time and then made a full crop 
and consequently I have not become 
discouraged over the present situa­ 
tion.” 
Not long ago a brother of Senator 
Vardaman of Mississippi visited Dr 
Gathings. 
As 
they drove 
through 
iScott 
and Mississippi counties they 
reached 
a 
farm 
near 
Blodgett 
“Stop!” commanded 
Mr. Vardaman 
“This is certainly the finest farm 
ever saw in my life”, he declared. 
(Southeast Missouri' is a mystery to 
most Southerners, Dr. Gathings said 
Cotton grows faster here and 
ma­ 
tures quicker than down South 
be­ 
cause 
the 
land is so rich and 
the 
weather is better. 
The only trouble 
is that many Southeast Missourians 
find fault instead of praising 
this 
section and visitors are sent away in 
a pessimistic frame of mind. 
• 
“Is there anything to the 
report 
that Southeast Missouri land couldl 
be sacked and sold in southern states 
for 
fertilizer?” Dr. Gathings 
was 
asked. 
“I have heard such a thing’ , 
he 
replied, “and I believe there is some 
earth in my 
section 
that 
ikxrich 
enough to be used as fertilizer most 
anywhere”. 
" 
Dr. Gathings and 
Mr. Pake hope 
to have a delegation of Cape Girar- 
deans visit their 
plantation during 
the cotton season. They have nearly 
300 negroes on 
their 
f a r m s . —Gape 
Missourians. 


The cotton school being held in the 
Farmers Supply Implement Building 
has a class of 20, who are familiariz­ 
ing themselves with the gjading and 
tapleing of cotton. 
P. D. Randolph, buyer in Arkansas 
and Southeast Missouri for the l/cs- 
ser-Goldman Cotton Co., of St. Louis, 
is the instructor and he feels that the 
nstruction given to both the raiser 
and 
buyer of 
cotton, is of 
great 
value, as ’ the raiser can 'better 
tell 
the grade and staple of his 
crop, 
theroby 
knowing 
what 
he has to 
place before the buyer. 
The 
class 
started May 1 and will continue thru 
the month of June. Ten days will fa­ 
miliarize the gr<jwer of the grade he 
has, while he can learn much as to 
taple in that time.

w ater supply plants in the past year, 
according to the Committee. 
These 
thirty new plants added to 140 plants 
in use prior 
to 
December 30, 1922, 
gave 
Missouri 
170 
w ater 
supply 
plants. 
Some of these plants serve 
more 
than 
one 
community. 
One, 
that <>f the West St. I<ouis W ater and 
Light Company in St. Ijouis County, 
serves thirty communities. 
The quality and purity of the wa­ 
ter is far superior to that served the 
great cities of 
New 
York, Iondon, 
Paris and Berlin fifty years ago, and 
the convenience of distribution 
in­ 
finitely superior. 
Present day w ater 
supply is tested dally, in many 
in­ 
stances, for purity, chemically tre a t­ 
ed to secure purity for drinking, and 
soft news for 
washing 
and 
cooking 
purposes. 
The average cost of w ater supply 
delivered by privately owned

panies in Missouri

built 
aqueducts of stone masonry th at as­ 
tonish engineers of today. 
The ancient city of Rome had 14 
great aqueducts with a total length 
of 359 
miles, 
926 
public bathing 
places, 1212 fountains and 247 reser­ 
voirs. 
W ater was not piped to pri­ 
vate residences in ancient Rome, but 
was drawn from the public fountains.
